Now 
I requeſt your Lordſhip, and the Gentle- 
men' of the Jury, to perpend this topic 
with fome degree of attentivencſs, it be- 
ing a diſcuſhon of the greateſt impors 
tance. It is acknowledged on all hands, 
that a Oaſtrato is a monſter, nay the mon- 
ſter of monſters, as a celebrated poet “ has 
it: for he is neither man nor woman, but 
ſomething betwixt the human ſpecies and 
the brute creation, like a monkey, and may 
be properly termed an outlaw of ' nature.” 
As we 'obſerved before, there are at this 
time among us ſeven of theſe outhaws, who, 
not unlike the ſeven fiends mentioned in the 
Goſpel, have poſſeſſed the Magdalens of 
the Moon : the conſequence, my Lord, is 
both diſmal and obvious. Neither do 1 
think it improper to add, that the pecu- 
liarity of the number renders ſtill the mat 
terVinfinitely more alarming; for we may 
affirm, upon the authority of wife calcu- 
lators, and great advancers of truth, that 
the number ſeven, is an unlucky number, 
and commonly attended with miſchief.

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Sceptical infidelity may perhaps treat this

fuſe their belief unto this our aſſeveration. 
The learned Bodinus has made up a long 


catalogue of the direſt events, tranſmitted

He 
has ſhewn that moſt, nay all of em bear 
date of the month of September, and 
of years containing ſome ſevens, or caſt 
up by ſeptenaries.

review the perfections of our eminent ope- 


ratical writer. Shakelpeare is untveflally 
elevated above all other dramatic Writers, 
becauſe as Pope juſtly obſerves, be drew his 
art immediately. from the fountains of nature: 
but in this reſpeR, I think Signor Met-afl- 
t-afſ-heooo deſeryes the preference ; for he 
is infinitely more natural than Sh akeſ peare : 
in his Operas there is not the leaſt artifice ; 
the incidents and the plots are all as 


plain as the Dutch Gazette, and the con- 


duct of his pieces is as _fmple as himſelf. 
It has been ſaid of AÆſchylus, that he roſe 
rather in ſound than in, ſenſe : the ſame 
remark. may be applied with greater juſ- 
tice to the 8 Metal- t - aſſ· heooo. You 
may find in other. poets. fancy and judg- 
ment, taſte and variety, joined, to a cu- 
rious felicity of diction; but in point of 
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foftmeſs,; the whole: muſical tribe will tell 
you, that nothing can come up to Signor 
Met- aſſ- t- aff heooo : and for this reaſons 
they are perpetually ſhouting Met · aſſ· t-aſfſ- 
heooo for ever, with the ſame. noble enthu- 
ſiaſm with which, a ſew years ago, the 
mob in the Moon uſed to brawl out Wilkes 
and Liberty. For the ſake of your Lord - 
ſhip's recreation, I ſhall, touch upon ſome 

of the /oft things of our illuſtrious Impe - 
rial Laureate, as they occur to my memory. 

It is cuſtomary with him to ſend a King 
or a Queen, to aſk a ferious queſtion in a 
merry ſong, and then be turns 'em out of 
doors, without giving them time to wait 
for an anſwer. In one of his moſt elaborate 
pieces “ he makes a loves ſick girl fall 
into a ſwoon at the fight of the object f 
her fame.

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According to Ariſtotle's principles, the me- 
taphorical expreſſions of an author, and 
chiefly of a poet, are in ſome meaſure the 
_ geſt of his abilities, and as it were, a mit- 
. ror, wherein the vivida pars \anim!, the 
ſtrength of one's genius, is faithfully te- 
_ flected; from which. it follows, that to be 
able to form a judgment of the talents of 
a writer, that is, of the vivacity of his 
fancy, and of the ſolidity of his percep- 
tions, we need but examine the ſimilitudes 
with which he is uſed to adorn' his ſenti- 
ments; for a metaphor is but a contracted 
"*Gmile, In this point, Homer and Virgil, 
Shakeſpeare, Milton, Taſſo and Pope, have 
ſo well exerted themſelves, that they have 
ſoared far aboye the reſt of the votaries of 
„ e 
The zealous adherents of Signor Me- 
taſtaſio will perhaps be angry with me, 
for not ranking him with the mentioned 
poets: but though, for this time, I mutt 
eg leave to diſſent from their opinion, 
yet I will own, that Metaftaſio is a ver) 
rare ſimile- maker. He has compared fifty 
times the Emperor of : Germany to the 
Sun, and the Empreſs to Juno, Pallas, and 
Venus; and has Rkewife by way of com- 
ariſon,/ called ſeveral of his Heroes dogs, 
ions, tigers, and horſes; wherein his ſcho- 
larſhip and profound erudition eannot be 
ſufficiently: admired : ſince all theſe com · 


Ke n pariſons 
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_ pariſons are confeſſedly'imitated: from the 
ancients. Imitators are very apt to fink 
into a mean ſervility; but Signor Metafs 
taſis, to avoid that inconvenience, has hit 
upon a very pretty expedient,” Wheneyer 
he borrows a paſſage out of another author, 
he takes care to cloud it over with ſome 
low ideas of his own, and with falſe 
language, | and thus renders it invifible 
like Venus, when ſhe appeared to Eneas. 
Of this ſtrange mode of imitation, there 
are a great many inſtances ſcattered in 
all his productions; but as to enumerate 
them all would be an endleſs taſk,” I ſhall 
content myſelf with producing only two 
examples.

meaning expreſſion... The ſecond example 
1 ſhall draw from that ſong in Artaxerxes,

and how far Metaſtaſio has improved the 
idea, let them determine who' are capable 
of feeling the beauties of the original. In 
ſhort, the works of the preſeht Imperial 
Laureate are crowded” with plagiariſins; 
and it is worth obſerving, that he has ſel- 
dom committed his depredations on claſ- 
ſical ground; his literary ſpoils are moſt 
generally the property of poor Prench- 
men, and of Itallans, as Marini, Fus pio, 
Tei, Mauniglia, Aaei, Gabrieſlo Cbiabrera, 
Filicaiu, and eben Ano. Hitherto we 
have only ſeen ſome poctical embelliſh- 

ae veins es te 
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ments of the illuſtrious Metaſtaſſo, the co- 


touring and the mere drapery of his pieces; 


it is neceffary to get an _infight into his 
drawings, and to ſurvey the plan and dits 
poſition of his Dramas. I ſhall therefore 
cloſe this article with an impartial account 
of Ia Didone abbandonata—the forlorn Dido: 
which I chooſe in preference of others, he- 
cauſe it is reckoned the moſt correct of 
Signor Metaſtaſio's productions, and com- 
monly ſtyled by his favourers, an Capo 
4 Opera, a maſter-piece. 2 
The ſubject of this Opera is taken from 
the famous Epiſode of Æneas and Dido in 
the Æneid, which, confidering the principal 
ſcope of Virgil in writing his poem, is a 
very happy. invention: yet ſeveral pſeudo- 
critics have cenſured him on this account 
with the uttnoſt aſperity. St. Auſtin damns 
him for his pains, and calls that beautiful 
ſpeaking picture of the reſtleſs paſſion, of 
Dido, a moſt falſe and infamous libel a- 
gainſt her. memory: urging the authority 
of the hiſtorians, Who all agree, in atteſt- 
ing the inviotable attachment of this Queen 
to her deceaſed hufband Sicheus, Pe- 
dants Have alſd been, very clamarous about 
the anachtoniſm in making Aneas' and: 
Dido contempareries; wherexw the latter fied 
to. Africa, ſome. centuries after the deftrug- 


tion of Troy. With regard to St. Au- 


guſtine's objection, it will be proper to 
obſetye, that this holy father being a great 
5 believer, 
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believer, pinned his faith on ſome lines of 


the fourth book of the Anthology“, tran- 
. flated by Auſonius, where Dido herſelf 


aſſures us, that ſhe Was a very modeſt wo- 
man, and that ſhe did not die for love, but 
merely to get rid of the lüſtful importu- 
nities of „ 50 a black prince: but if 
Queen Dido can produce no better proof 
of her continence, than her having rejected 

the addreſſes of Mungo, we can give her 
no more credit for it, than we can to fair 
+ Suſannah, for having withſtood the temp- 
tation of two-old fools, Scaliger had no 
great opinion of the underſtanding of that 

arrulous African Biſhop ; and for my part 
7 muſt confeſs, that I can neither truſt the 
veracity, nor much admire the judgment 


of an author, who; while he is denying 


the Antipodes, affirms, that he himſelf 
ſaw + human creatures with one ſingle 
eye fixed in the breaſt, and no head at all. 
It even ſeems, that St. Auſtin was of opi-
